But recently It lias txyn pointed out, con«ct- 
ly la; all probability, that under the greater 
tide-raising power of the moon lu past <wt> 
thsoe changes would have taken plKce more 
rapidly., 'As, however, cprijiinly 10,000,000 of 
ye*rs, and |jn*«bly a much lonpir time, must 
hare elapaml since the moon was at that fav- 
orable dW«nce for r»i«lng tides, we are 
by no means enabled, as some well-mean- 
lug but rali/iken persons have Imagined, Ho 
reduce the l!fc bearing e'»sfe of the earth from 
a duration 100,000,000 of >efis to a mlnnte 
fraction of such a period. The short life, but 
exceedingly lively one, which they desire to 
see established, by geological or asUvthnuical 
re'Moning,. never, can be demonstrated.
